fertilizers are used. 


What Is “N atural?" 
Since all of us and everything 
about us are part of nature, 
what can there be that is un­ 
natural? To me. anything that 
“ is" is “natural." And as for 
plant growing, plants use only 
inorganic not organic forms of 
plant food. They utilize nitnates, 
potassium, 
iron and phosphate 
as determined by the plant’s 
heredity. If the soil is deficient 
in certain nutrients you will get 
less crop but the quality of the 
plants you get will not be af­ 
fected. A plant 
so deficient in 
its own needs would 
simply 
wither, be obviously stunted, or 
die — and it would never reach 
the market as food. 
I object, then, to so-called 
“natural" foods because they 
are sold and consumed under 
false premises — premises that 
help 
to 
block 
the 
nutrition 
education efforts in this country 
to help our people know best 
how to choose their food wisely.

Apollo ship, Skylab has four 
major sections: 
—The 22-foot-diameter orbital 
workshop, 
two-stories 
high, 
which contains the astronauts’ 
main living and working space. 
Bedrooms, kitchen, wardroom 
and dispensary are located on 
the first floor. Upstairs is a 
storage and work area contain­ 
ing science equipment, a food 
freezer, water storage tank and 
film vaults. 
—Forward of the workshop is 
an 
airlock 
module, 
which 
serves as part of the passage­ 
way between the ferry ship and 
the workshop and which is the 
nerve center of the cluster. It 
contains 
heat 
and 
electrical 
controls 
and 
communications 
gear. It also will be a pressur- 
ization chamber for astronaut 
space walks. 
—Also part of the passage is 
the multiple docking adapter, 
where the ferry ship docks, and 
which contains the controls of 
the 
solar 
observatory 
equip­ 
ment and earth resources in­ 
struments. 
—The telescope mount, 
the 
world’s first manned solar ob­ 
servatory 
which 
contains 
six 
telescopes for studying the sun, 
stars and other celestial ob­ 
jects. It weighs 24,656 pounds. 
There is no staircase between 
the first and second levels of j 
the workshop, because in their 
weightless world the spacemen 
will be .able to float from point 
to point. But to help guide them 
from floor to floor, there is a 
“fireman’s pole” running from 
top to bottom of the workshop. 
Ranging as far North as the 
U.S.-Canadian 
border 
and 
as 
far South as the tip of Argen­ 
tina, Skylab will fly over 75 per 
cent of the world’s surface — 
more than any other manned 
spacecraft. 
Several nations? have asked 
the astronauts to conduct earth 
resources experiments as they 
pass overhead — ranging from 
mineral surveys, mapping wa­ 
fer resources, studying agricul­ 
ture potential and photograph­ 
ing possible air and water pol­ 
lution sources. 
The huge spacecraft will be 
visible in areas of the world 
that it streaks over at dawn 
and dusk. It will appear as a 
bright star.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
upside 
down 
airplane 
wings 
which have produced fantastic 
race track speeds 
may have 
caused the wreck that killed 
veteran Art Pollard Saturday 
at 
the 
Indianapolis 
Motor 
Speedway, chief observer Nor­ 
man Houser said Sunday. 
“His tires did not leave any 
marks on the track before he 
hit the wall,” Houser said. “He 
was not able to steer it.” 
Houser said that may have 
meant that the car’s wings sud­ 
denly lost their downthrust as 
Pollard entered the turn at the 
end of the mainstreteh. There 
was a gusty wind and Pollard 
had 
been 
running 
over 
191 
miles an hour. 
Houser pointed out that an 
airplane, on which the wings 
are 
designed 
for 
upthrust, 
sometimes drops 
several feet 
when they tose their lift in tur­ 
bulent air. 
“ I’m not an engineer and I’m 
not smart,” Houser said. “But 
I think 
we’re 
going to lose 
more 
drivers 
if 
the 
wings 
aren’t barred. I think it is stu­ 
pid 
to 
ban 
airplane 
engines 
(gas turbines) from race cars 
and then let them install air 
plane wings.” 
Houser 
said 
the occasional 
loss of downthrust on a race 
car’s wings apparently occurs 
at speeds over 180 m.p.h. 
The chief observer is a for­ 
mer race driver. He finished 
10th in the 1949 Indianapolis 
race.

Dean, who with 
Pee Wee 
Reese broadcast CBS’ “Game 
of the Week” until 1965, was 
asked if he’s nervous about 
speaking into the NBC micro­ 
phone next Monday night. 
“Naw,” he said. “All I gotta 
watch is fellas slidin’, walkin’, 
throwin’ and hittin’.” 
He discussed these matters in 
a 
phone interview from 
his 
farm in Wiggins, Miss., where 
he now ruminates, rusticates, 
fishes and sallies forth in the 
summer to golf and broadcast 
a few games. 
At 62, the former pride of the 
St. Louis Cardinals remains one 
of the best interviews of the 
Western world. 
Here is Dean, for example, 
on television’s increasingly sta­ 
tistical approach to baseball: 
“I don’t like to sit there and 
listen to somebody read statis­ 
tics and say, ‘Here comes a 
pitcher who’s 210 pounds, 6 foot 
3 and his earned run average is 
3.92.*

“Yeah, they’re dull,” he said.
